It teeroi tcarcely 
l>oitible tbat the officer could bave 
Ukeii the pain* to inform himtelf as 
to his duty. 

The law requires all properly to be 
atictstid It iti/uU easA value. This 
it the aiaudard flxed by the law, and 
the Alfftsor violate* his oatli when 
he adopts any other standard. If 
all properly w evo toasse^-ed Ihi ougb- 
outthe Slate, the rale of taxallon 
could be so reduced as to render tbe 
poor man's tax merely nominal. But 
the Assessor often astettet the prop- 
erty of the small farmer and tlie ine- 
ehauic— men whose property is all iu 
siglit— al soiueiliing near its market 
value, whiitt tbe large property liold- 
er escapee with a tlzly per cent, val- 
uation upon the property reported, 
and but little or no eti'ort is made to 
reach tbe full amount of hit atocks 
and bonds and oilier personalty. 
The first great duty of llie Assessor Is 
to Bstcss all alike— to apply hit stan- 
dard, whatever U may be, to all alike 
lo make hi* auttmenttntiretyuni- 
furnu 

He is required to tee etch tax-pay- 
er iu person and lake his list on tbe 
printed schedule. The lax-payer 

mutt liyn it anil be twom to it bv the 
A ssessui ; it ia not sufficient that he 
iiuidi) tign it. An Aasesiorit liable 
to n penally of IfiOO for failing to do 

this. 

Much coufualon was caused last 
year in several couuliea by the As- 
sessor overlooking the fact tbat "Ag- 
ricultural Products" of the current 
year are nut taxable under the law; 
and Iben again by not deducting 
Ibe $.jO exemption of caltlo allowed by 
law. Tlie Assessor should take dow n 
the whole number of cattle, but in fix- 
ing the valuation, ho sliould deduct 
fuO for the exemption. 

The law doet not allow ttty ludcbl- 
ednesa to be dedncted from any prop- 
erly, whatever, except tuch as may 
bo reported under Column No. T2, 
and an Attettor allowing any such 
duduLtiou snbJeoU himself toa severe 
penally.
